Washington, 
March 19.—An air of 


suspense was noticeable in the navy de- 
partment yesterday due to the approach 
Of the time for the delivery of the report 
of the court of inquiry. It is not known 
just when the document will come to 
Washington, anil of course, in view of the 
reports of the determination of outside 
parties to obtain possession of it before 
the department receives the report, the 
officials, if they know, will nut say how 
the papers are to be brought to Washing- 
ton. All that Is known definitely is that 
the president has suggested that the re- 
port be made as soon as possible, and in 
consequence it Is expected to reach this 
city in the course of two or three days. 


The new policy embodied in the cre- 


ation or another squadron to rendezvous 
at Hampton roads was discussed at the 
cabinet meeting-at length Friday and re- 
ceived unanimous approval. Some sur- 
prise was expressed at the delay on the 
part of the navy department in taking 
?uch a step to Insure the protection of 
the more valuable coast ports along the 
north Atlantic, the gathering; of a use- 
lessly surplus fleet at Key West being re- 
garded in the natui-eof puttingall of our 
egKK in one basket. 


The San Francisco reported her ar- 


rival from Lisbon at Gravosend yester- 
day. The commander will divide his 
crew, with the Amazonas arid sail at the 
earliest possible moment for the United 
States, convoying: the new ship. Be- 
yond the Amazonas. her sister ship, the 
Abreuall, and the Mayflower, no pur- 
chases of ships have been made by the 
navy department. A number of flppl 
steam yachts owned in the United States 
nn> hi-liiK• offered to the department, anil 
It Is probable that some of these will be 
purchUHcd. Secretary Long lakes tho 
view that, failing to secure the torpedo 
boat ili'stroyers he wants, the best plan 
Is for him-to equip speedy boats with 
torpedo tulScs and !i»fht batteries, anj 
improvise torpedo boats. The navy de- 
partment IB convinced thut the Spanish 
government has not acquired possession 
of the 
Vnri-se, the Italian armored 


cruiser. It would not, however, be a 
matti-r of deep concern if the report were 
true. The department itself had 
the 


vessel in mind as a possible acquisition, 
but abandoned the idea upon learning 
I hat she could not be made ready for 
service in loss than three 
or 
four 


months, which practically put her out of 
coiiHirieration as an emergency purchase. 


Home idea of the activity prevailing; in 


naval circles Is given by the statement 
that the payroll of tho construction de- 
partment in only one of the several de- 
partments |n the Marc Island navy yard 
for March Was $SO,000. This preiit ex- 
penditure per mouth, it Is said, was not 
equalled during Hie late war. It Is said 
to be the purpose of the president and 
his advisers to keep a separate and dis- 
tinct account of all funds expended from 
the $r>fl,OUO.OOO emergency appropriation. 
A separate form of requisition has been 
prepared, and all amounts allotted from 
the fund are made upon the direct order 
signed by the president himself. "The 
president wants to report to congress 
just how every cent of this money is 
spent." said a member of the cabinet, 
nrid for this reason is adopting the course 
above outlined. The amount paid for 
the Mayflower was about $400,000. 


Recruiting is going on apace at all 


(stations for the army and the navy. 
The Michigan at Erie, Pa., has enlisted 
55 men so far. and good reports come 
from all quarters. The Columbia and 
Minneapolis are still 210 men each short 
of their proper force. This is accounted 
for by the fact that firemen, machinists 
and coal passers are wanted. An of- 
ficer at the department said that 5000 
landsmen could be secured in a day if 
they were desired.

Washington, March 19.—Seventy thou- 


sand Spanish soldiers have been killed, 
wounded and otherwise incapacitated 
for duty during the present war in Cuba. 
These figures have been received here 
from reliable sources, and are said to be 
as nearly authentic as it is possible to 
make them without recourse to the 
records kept by the Spanish government. 
From the same source it is learned that. 
the forces of Spain in Cuba comprise | 
135,000 regulars, of whom 80,000 are ef- 
fective for military purposes and about' 
30,000 men In the volunteer army. There 
are 55,000 "men who from \-arlqus causes 
are not effective for military/futy. 


The strength of the Spanish army at 


home and including; her nearby posses- 
sions is 100,000 men, wh(ch in times of 
demand for additional soldiers may be 
increased as follows: First reserve, 
50,000; second reserve, 160,000 men, all of 
whom are instructed }n military tactics, 
and a second reserve which la not In- 
structed of 300,000 men, making in all a 
grand total of 610.000 men. Since these 
figures were received here recent drafts 
of 15,000 men to strengthen the army in 
Cuba leave only 85.000 men of Spain's 
regular army now in the peninsula, the 
Balearic Islands, the Spanish posses- 
sions in North Africa and the Canary 
Islands. 


In the Philippine Islands, Spain has an 


army of 3,000 men, including about 15,000 
native troops. Several regiments of the 
.latter were disbanded. during the late 
insurrection, and in time of war, it is 
fatd, they are of very little use to the 
Spanish government. In Porto Rico 
there are 5000 Spanish troops, which, in 
tike event of hostilities, could be supple- 
mented by 4000 volunteer!. 


SIMPLY INDESCRIBABLE. 


Vienna.. March 19.—A local paper pub- 


lishes an interview \\itb, a 
Sjianish 


statesman, evidently Marquis Hoyos, 
the Spanish nmbassador, \vho is repre- 
sented as saying: "Spain would rather 
have war with the United St.itt.-ti than 
pay compensation for the Maine, for by 
the latter course she would forfeit her 
honor through an admission of guilt 
which would erase her name from the 
list of civilized nations. 


"It could not he England's interest ta 


see the Spaniards expelled from Cuba, 
as there might arise at "Washington an 
inclination to declare Canada's inde- 
pendence. If during a war the United 
States should incite the Philippines to 
revolt, Spain could revenge herself by 
raising revolts in the American southern 
states."
